The perusal of 
his little book will deepen the impression made upon the minds of a large 
number of most intelligent persons who had any intercourse with him, that 
his experience has been profoundly interesting, that he possesses genius and 
many signal qualities of character, and that he is fitted to accomplish a most 
serious and useful work in life, if the circumstances hereafter appointed for 
him shall be propitious, and if he shall remain steadfast in his Christian pur- 
poses and zeal.” 


Tue Pressytertan Pusrication Comitrer issue “ Martyrs of the Mutiny ; 
or, Trials and Triumphs of Christians in the Sepoy Rebellion in India,” with 
au Introduction by the Rev. John Jenkins, D. D. The compiler says: ‘‘ Doubt 
has been both felt and expressed whether the religion of the present time has 
not degenerated from that height of courage and of hope which it reached in 
the martyr-ages of the Church. The following memorial of what modern 
Christianity has enabled some of its professors to endure for the ‘ Masier’s’ 
name will satisfy the reader that in the day in which he lives the world is 
not wholly destitute of the noblest type of a living Christianity.

Its purpose is ‘to relate a few of the traditions and legends of the 
war, and to recount those instancesof fortitude and suffering, and those ex- 
ploits, of which the private history of the age is so fruitful, which illustrate 
more forcibly, we think, than even the page of history, all that our forefathers 
experienced, suffered, and accomplished.” It contains several illustrations, 
Also “ Bob and Walter; with the Story of Breakneck Ledge,” an illustrated 
juvenile. “Railway Property; a Treatise on the Construction and Manage- 
ment of Railways; designed to afford Useful Knowledge, in a popular Style, 
to the Holders of this Class of Property; as well as the Railway Managers, 
Officers, and Agents,” by John B. Jervis, civil engineer. The author says of 
this volume, that he has “aimed to give some impression of the public im- 

rtance of railways, but have mainly discussed the methods of business 
Involved in their construction and operating management. In regard to con- 
struction, it has been my design to give so much of particulars as will enable 
an intelligent business man to form a judgment of the propriety of the 
several proceedings, and enable him to decide on their wisdom and expedien- 
cy, and at the same time afford the junior engineer hints and authorities that 
may be useful for his consideration.”

ical,” by Herbert Spencer, author of “Social Statics,” ‘The Principles of 
Psychology,” and “Essays: Scientific, Political, and Speculative.” The 
publishers observe that, ‘ they believe no work has hitherto appeared which 
treats the various phases of the subject with equal discrimination and power.
